Preventive measures suggested 
would include thc use of lure 
crops, trie d su ccessfully in Sask¬ 
atchewan; planting of suitable 
aquaiic plants in sloughs to holo 
ducks, as has been done in a num- 
b< r of sloughs and small lakes by 
Ducks Unlimited: pre-season blan- 
Ket shouting permitting farmers 
to get as many shooters as they 
wish when crop damage is being 
done.

Canadians, as a people, are tinged with an over¬ 
abundance of humility, modesty or plain inferiority 
complex when they consider their own achievements. 

They tend to apologize for conditions and devel¬ 
opments here and to regard accomplishments in Brit¬ 
ain and the United States as something beyond the 
capabilities of this nation. Too often they take the at¬ 
titude that nothing good can come out of Canada.

They should be 
proud of the freedom that is theirs, of the rights and 
privileges that have been handed down in trust from 
previous generations. They should be proud of their 
place (a prominent one) in the British Commonwealth 
under the sovereignty of their Liege Lady, Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth II. 

Canadians are living in an expansionist age, a 
period in the nation’s history when great developments 
are taking place in the country. Canada, for instance, 
produces half of the world’s supply of newsprint, the
